‘Come and 
explain the 
police cuts’

COUNCILLORS are demand¬ 
ing that police bosses explain 
themselves after last week’s an¬ 
nouncement that cuts are to be 
made. 

As part of the savings, the front 
desk of Haverhill Police Station 
will close to the public from next 
April, and 68 PCSO jobs will be 
cut across the county. 

At a meeting of Haverhill town 
council on Tuesday, Cllr John 
Burns said he had been told the 
number of PCSOs in Haverhill 
would be reduced from 8 to 5. 

He said he had also heard PC¬ 
SOs were receiving a £4,000 a 
year pay cut and being told to

reapply for their jobs. 

A spokesperson for Suffolk 
Constabulary said they would 
not have finalised numbers of 
job cuts at specific police sta¬ 
tions until the New Year. 

But she said that the role of 
PCSO would change, includ¬ 
ing changes to working hours, 
and that current staff would go 
through a selection process for 
these new roles. 

In anger at the proposed cuts, 
the town council have issued an 
invitation to Suffolk’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner, Tim Pass- 


more and acting chief consta¬ 
ble Gareth Wilson, to come and 
speak to them. 

Cllr Clive Turner said: “I pro¬ 
pose that we invite the Police 
and Crime Commissioner Tim 
Passmore to come in and explain 
to us exactly how they are going 
to effectively reduce crime in the 
town and how it is we are going 
to protect people who don’t have 
access to the kind of resources 
that Tim Passmore himself per¬ 
haps has.” 

Deputy mayor David Roach 
suggested that the council might 
fund a PCSO. 

But Cllr Tom Chivers said: 
“The idea that as central govern¬ 
ment is cutting police forces we 
should pick up the bill as a town 
-1 think that’s risible.”

ONE group’s 
new ‘open door’ 
is welcomed 


COUNCILLORS have wel¬ 
comed proposals by the 
board of a community part¬ 
nership to make its meet¬ 
ings open to the public. 

ONE Haverhill updated its 
terms of reference to make 
its board meetings public 
earlier this month - but the 
decision still required ap¬ 
proval from the board’s part¬ 
ner bodies. 

The new terms of refer¬ 
ence, under which the meet¬ 
ings will be public but have 
a private section at the end, 
like council meetings, were 
approved by Haverhill Town 
Council on Monday. 

In September, the town 
council issued a list of trans¬ 
parency requests to ONE 
Haverhill, including that 
the community partnership 
make its meetings public. 
The council said if its re¬ 
quests were met it would 
provide administrative ser¬ 
vices for ONE Haverhill, but 
if they were not, the council 
would withdraw from the 
organisation.

Haverhill board meetings

has been an ongoing is¬ 
sue, with town, borough 
and county councillor Tony 
Brown and local policing 
commander Insp Peter Fer- 
rie resigning from the board 
over it. Similar calls for pub¬ 
lic board meetings were 
made last October, when 
ONE Haverhill held its most 
recent public forum. 

At Monday’s full council 
meeting, deputy mayor Da¬ 
vid Roach said: “We have 
spent hours and hours on 
this, with a lot of outrage 
and indignation about ONE 
Haverhill, and everything 
we asked for, which we 
spent a lot of time asking for, 
has been agreed to. This is a 
way forward for us.” 

Cllr John Burns raised 
some queries about the new 
terms of reference, includ¬ 
ing the fact that they state 
that ONE Haverhill chair 
will be regularly elected, 
rather than rotated as the 
town council had originally 
requested. 


Town clerk Colin Poole 
explained that this was be¬ 
cause there were not enough 
candidates for the role for 
rotation to be feasible. 

Cllr Jason Crooks said: “I 
think we should recognise 
that ONE Haverhill have 
opened their doors - halle¬ 
lujah.” 

The new terms of refer¬ 
ence also state that the 
number of town council 
representatives on ONE 
Haverhill board will increase 
from two to four. The town 
council deferred its decision 
about who these councillors 
would be. 

Once all the partner or¬ 
ganisations have approved 
the new terms of reference, 
they will be officially adopt¬ 
ed via email. They will be 
in place by the board’s next 
meeting in the New Year.

IS there anything more fun 
at Christmas than a panto¬ 
mime? Oh no, there isn’t! 

Haverhill’s Christmas 
panto, Cinderella, will he 
performed at the Arts Centre 
from tomorrow night until 
December 28. The show fea¬ 
tures sing-alongs and plenty 
of laughs, the cast say - the 
perfect festive opportunity 
for all the family 

The celebrity cast mem¬ 
bers in this year’s panto are 
BBC Radio 2’s Janey Lee 
Grace, who plays the fairy 
godmother, and Britain's Got 
Talent finalist Phil Black- 
more as Buttons. 

The cast will have had just 
five days of rehearsal by the 
time the curtain goes up, 
with young performers from 
the Lisa Mason School of 
Dance joining the rehearsals 
for the first time yesterday. 

For Janey Lee Grace, who 
has appeared in a panto¬ 
mime just once before, the 
opportunity to play the fairy 
godmother was too good to 
pass up. 

“I’ve always wanted to do 
panto and I never had the 
opportunity until two years 
ago. It’s been such fun,” she 
said. “I’ve got young kids and 
for the last two or three years 
we have come out to Haver¬ 
hill to see the panto.” 

Her family will be turning 
up to support Janey. While 
her youngest daughter might 
simply be looking forward to 
seeing her mum dressed up 
as a sparlking fairy, the Steve 
Wright in the Afternoon co¬ 



presenter says the show pro¬ 
vides something for parents 
and children alike. 

“It’s such a great compa¬ 
ny, this one,” she said. “The 
script is really genuinely 
funny. Obviously it’s good for 
the Idds but it’s great for the 
adults too. 

“The script is great, just re¬ 
ally brilliant.” 

Although she has been 
commmuting down the mo- 
torwway to fit in reherasals 
between radio work, Janey 
is enjoying spending time in 
Haverhill. 

“I really like Haverhill, it’s 
a really nice town,” she says. 
“The Arts Centre is great. It’s 
really friendly and it’s a nice 
size, so hopefully we will 
have good audiences.” 

David Pibworth and Phil 
Hoyles play the ugly sisters, 
Rita and Cheryl (“as in the X 
Factor judges - but we’re far 
better looking,” they say). 

While Janey and Phil 
Blackmore are new to the 
cast, this double act have 
been performing in Cinder¬ 
ella for three years. 

The pair agree with Janey 
about the show’s univer¬ 
sal appeal. Phil said: “Kids, 
grandparents and parents 
can come together and just 
have some fun. But don’t sit 


there and not expect to take 
part! 

“It’s also the time that kids 
get their first experience of 
theatre. They see the light 
and the music and hopefully 
we get some future theatre 
lovers.” 

The cast members give 
tantalising glimpses of all 
the panto staples in store for 
audience members. Sing- 
alongs to very familiar songs 
are promised, and comedy 
stunts. 

Ugly sister David said: 
“One of my favourite bits is 
when we do the ghost scene 
with Buttons and all the kids 
in the audience go: Tt’s be¬ 
hind you!”’ 

Dads and granddads 
should go prepared to meet 
an ugly sister. “I actually get 
to pick on members of the 
audience,” says Phil. “Men 
in the audience better watch 
out.” 

Janey summed it up: “It 
really is a fantastic show.

I struck boy in 
self defence, 
man tells court 


A MAN has told a court he hit 
a schoolboy with a hoe han¬ 
dle in self-defence. 

Steven Mynott, 42, denies 
following a group of four 
schoolboys, aged 15 and 16, 
before allegedly attacking 
two of them in the dark with 
a length of wood in an at¬ 
tack that left one of the boys’ 
heads bleeding so heavily he 
thought it was raining. 

The attack was reportedly 
in response to a doorbell¬ 
ringing prank. The incident 
took place on lanuary 24. 

Giving evidence at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court yester¬ 
day, Mynott said he was fear¬ 
ful of the group of teenagers 
and, when trying to find out 
whether they had left the 
area, had taken the stick, a 
handle for a garden hoe, with 
him for protection. 

“They had obviously been 
drinking or were intoxicated

with drugs,” said Mynott. 
“1 lashed out. 1 accept 1 was 
there with the stick and that 
is probably what happened. 
They [the schoolboys] have 
embellished the situation to 
make it look good for them 
and bad for me.” 

Prosecuting, lames Earle 
said Mynott had deliberately 
concealed the weapon from 
the police and that it was 
only found when an officer 
searched the premises. 

Mynott denied deliber¬ 
ately hiding the weapon. He 
said he knew the attack was 
wrong, but maintained he did 
it to defend himself from the 
group. “Em not proud of it,” 
he said. “1 did what 1 had to 
do but it is not right. 1 wish 1 
hadn’t done it.” 


Giving evidence on Tues¬ 
day, one schoolboy denied the 
group were “loud and rowdy” 
outside the man’s home while 
another said ringing the 
man’s doorbell was an “out of 
the blue dare”. 

On Monday the court heard 
that the victim said in an in¬ 
terview with police: “We were 
star-gazing and 1 was lying 
there and 1 heard some shout¬ 
ing from my friend and 1 saw 
a black figure come smashing 
out of the darkness. 

“He hit me on the head... 
My friend was trying to put 
himself between the weapon 
and myself and he got hit in 
the shoulder. We ran back 
to my friend’s house. 1 was 
bleeding so much, 1 thought it 
was raining.” 

The boy had been hit in the 
head and legs. An ambulance 
was called. 

The trial continues.

Council ratings 
‘not a complete 
view of a school’ 


ONE Haverhill secondary 
school is rated red and the 
other is rated green in a 
council assessment of how 
likely they are to achieve 
their targets set by Ofsted. 

Suffolk County Council’s 
traffic light schools ratings 
were published for the first 
time last week. They reveal 
how likely the county coun¬ 
cil believes a school is to 
achieve its targets in its next 
Ofsted inspection. 

A green rating means a 
school is on track to meet 
targets, while a red rating 
means the county council 
thinks there may be a prob¬ 
lem. 

Haverhill’s Castle Manor 
Academy received a red 
rating, while Samuel Ward 
Academy was green. 

Madleine Vigar, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the Castle Part¬ 
nership Academy Trust, 
said: “These letters have 
been published out of con¬ 
text. They are intended as a 
tool for school leaders, they 
do not provide a complete 
view of a school.” 

Vanessa Whitcombe, head 


HANNAH MIRSKY 
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of school at Castle Manor, 
added: “We know that some 
areas of our academy need 
to improve, but we are ex¬ 
tremely proud of our staff 
and students.” 

A spokesperson for Suffolk 
County Council emphasised 
that the ratings are not com¬ 
paring schools to each oth¬ 
er, but are only based on the 
school’s last Ofsted report 
and the action plan created 
afterwards. This means that 
a school could have both an 
Outstanding Ofsted report 
and a red rating, if since the 
Ofsted inspection it is not 
on track to meet its targets. 

In the case of schools 
managed by the local au¬ 
thority, the council works 
with the schools to set a 
post-Ofsted plan and has 
based the ratings on its own 
assessment of the schools. 

In the case of academies 
such as the Haverhill sec¬ 
ondary schools - which 
receive their funding from 


central government - the 
ratings are based on infor¬ 
mation received from the 
regional schools commis¬ 
sioner, who is responsible 
for academies in the east of 
England. 

Howard Lay, chief execu¬ 
tive of Samuel Ward Acad¬ 
emy, said: “Suffolk County 
Council is trying to do the 
right thing - present data 
that enables a confidential 
discussion with schools that 
supports improvement. 

“However, the data is his¬ 
toric and represents where 
schools were a year ago - not 
where they are now. 

“Based on last year’s re¬ 
sults, it is being used to pre¬ 
dict how pupils will perform 
this year on a different set of 
tests, scores and curriculum 
content.” 

Of the secondary schools 
in Suffolk, 16 are rated red, 8 
are amber and 18 are green.

10 reasons to 
leave area alone 

AN edited copy of a letter sent to Mr 
Chris Rand, regarding proposals for 
Great Wilsey Park: 

As per your letter re: application no. 
DC/15/2151/OUT, I write with my 
comments objecting to the proposals 
for Great Wilsey Park as follows: 

1. As a resident on the Great Wilsey 
development I would say that our 
area has already taken its fair share 
of development and I am extremely 
disappointed that such a beautiful 
part of the countryside has been 
earmarked for yet more houses. The 
plans are a disaster and unsustainable 
in a place of great beauty where 
farming is of such excellent quality. 

2. The project, including 2500 homes, 
would fill in the majority of the land 
between Haverhill, Kedington & 
Calford Green with the loss of prime 
agricultural land. I feel that Haverhill 
has many more sites far more 
suitable... this is the wrong location. 
Building here is highly intrusive into 
the homes and lives of hundreds of 
people. 

3. The area is used by a great many 
people, not only from Great Wilsey 
and Roman Way, but many locals for 
general walking, cycling, joggers, dog 
walkers, and children can play there 
safely because there is no traffic. It 

is a beautiful area with many miles 
of footpaths and walks through the 
fields, meadows and woods with 
abundant wildlife - birds, deer, 
foxes, rabbits, hares, bats, newts and 
badgers to name but a few. It is also 
the only truly rural part of Haverhill 
that people can walk in and enjoy. 

4. When there is so much scrubland 
and available land on the Cambridge 
side, right near the bypass and a 
major road, surely it makes much 
more sense to build here. Also you 
would not be building behind other 
houses and 'penning' them in as will 
happen to residents of Wilsey Farm 
and Roman Way. People bought

houses there to be on the edge of the 
countryside, not to be placed in the 
middle of 2,500 other houses. What 
will this do to the houses prices here? 
There is no justification for continuing 
the over-development of our 
countryside without taking account of 
local people's needs. 

5. The impact on public services in 
this area that are already stretched, 
and the main A143 road and 
Chalkstone Way would not meet the 
demands of the extra traffic. 

6. There is no justification for 
Haverhill to build 2,500 new homes 
when every week we have up to 25 
pages of houses of all differing types 
for sale in the local paper. Certainly 
this does not signify a shortage 

of housing! This smacks more of 
a money making scheme for the 
landowner and the council. 

7. Access onto Chalkstone Way 
is already a huge problem area 


at peak school times and having 
traffic from 2,500 homes added 
is just unthinkable and would be 
a complete disaster. As well as 
two schools, we also have the 
main Community Football ground 
here which is used most days and 
evenings and parking spills over onto 
Chalkstone Way. These sites are 
all within a quarter mile distance 
and already create traffic problems 
without one of the schools even 
being open yet! This road is a basic 
housing estate road and as such 
would certainly not accommodate 
the expected quantity of vehicular 
movements of this application. 

8. The noise of the extra traffic and 
population would also cause all 
sorts of anti-social and behavioral 
problems. We already have plenty 
of these problems and also a Police 
station that is only open 'office 
hours'. 


9. How will the needs of the people 
in these extra 2,500 homes (possibly 
up to 5,300 people) be met? Where 
are the plans for extra public services 
to be put in place first - doctors, 
dentists, schools, libraries? Haverhill 
as a town is just not big enough to 
support this influx of people. Doctors 
especially in this town struggle to 
cope with the population at the 
moment. 

10. The noise and disruption of 
ongoing building work, including 
heavy machinery travelling along 
Chalkstone Way to this area over 
a long period of time would be 
horrendous for all the residents from 
the length of Chalkstone Way, Green 
Road, the Wilsey estate and Roman 
Way.

Drugs and 
cash seized in 
police raids 


POLICE have confiscated 
hundreds of wraps of sus¬ 
pected crack and heroin 
and thousands of pounds in 
cash during drugs raids in 
Haverhill. 

On Friday, December 4, a 
series of warrants were car¬ 
ried out on addresses in the 
town by Haverhill officers 
and the Bury St Edmunds- 
based Team Scorpion. 

At a property in Con¬ 
naught Place, 250 wraps of 
suspected class A drugs and 
£2,500 in cash were seized, 
according to a report by lo¬ 
cal policing commander 
Insp Peter Ferrie which was 
read out at a full town coun¬ 
cil meeting on Tuesday. 

Two men were arrested. 

More raids were carried 
out on buildings in Haver¬ 
hill’s Dalham Place and Wel¬ 
lington Terrace last Friday,

December 11. The report 
stated that four people, 
a man and woman from 
Haverhill and a man and 
woman from London, were 
arrested. 

Insp Ferrie said a large 
quantity of cash and around 
100 wraps of suspected class 
A drugs were found. 

The raids were part of an 
ongoing police operation 
throughout West Suffolk 
called Op London. 

The operation, launched 
in June, targets young Lon¬ 
don drug dealers who make 
bases in the town, often by 
taking over the homes of 
vulnerable people, and then 
either deal drugs directly 
or pass over their stock to 


Haverhill dealers to sell. 

The flow of drugs into 
Haverhill from London is 
thought to lead to increased 
crime, driving instances of 
burglary, robbery and shop¬ 
lifting. 

Much of the work done as 
part of Op London is based 
on information the police 
receive from the public, Insp 
Ferrie said. He urged Haver¬ 
hill residents to call the po¬ 
lice if they see anything sus¬ 
picious, including strangers 
moving into vacant proper¬ 
ties. 

It could also include 
strangers having meetings 
and exchanging cash and 
packages.

Police launch 
campaign 
over consent 


POLICE are launching a campaign 
to remind residents of the law 
around rape during the Christmas 
party season. 

Suffolk Constabulary is visiting 
nightclubs around the county 
handing out posters stating "rape 
is a crime". The aim is to reinforce 
the message that sex without 
consent is rape. 

Det Supt David Cutler, head of 
Protecting Vulnerable People for 
Suffolk Police, said: "Sex should be 
something that both parties enjoy 
together and that both participate 
in willingly. 

"Just because a person has flirted 
with you this is not an invitation to 
take it further. Unless you know 
for definite that the person you are 
with is consenting, my advice to 
you is don't have sex. You could 
find yourself arrested for rape. 

"If that person is drunk, 
don't take advantage, you must 
make sure they know what they 
are agreeing to. This is your 
responsibility." 

Reported serious sexual offences 
in Suffolk increased by 34 per 
cent between April and October 
this year, compared to the same 
period in 2014. The number of 
investigators within the Protecting 
Vulnerable People Directorate, 
which investigates crimes such as 
these, has been increased.

KITTENS Gingerbread and Noelle 
were shivering in a cardboard box 
the day before Christmas Eve last 
year - and now they’re looking 
forward to this festive season in a 
loving home just outside Haver¬ 
hill. 

They were just four months old 
when they were abandoned out¬ 
side an RSPCA shop in Harwich 
Road, Colchester, last December 
23. Thankfully they were spotted 
by animal collection officer Don¬ 
na Smith, who took them to the 
Danaher animal shelter in Weth¬ 
ersfield, outside Braintree. 

The kittens were looked after 
at the shelter and the following 
month they found a loving new 
home together thanks to 65-year- 
old Steeple Bumpstead resident 
Trances Dobbs. 

Trances said: “After the loss of 
our cat. Bo, the house seemed so 
empty. So we decided to get an¬ 
other rescue cat. 

“We went along to the RSPCA 
branch to look at rehoming an 
older cat. But we absolutely fell 
in love with Noelle and Ginger¬ 
bread. 

“They came home with us in 
January with lots of toys, a nice 
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big bed, and a scratching post. 

“Ginger and Tile - as we call 
them - settled in very quickly. 
They give us hours of fun and get 
on well with Hettie the hen! 

“They love playing in the gar¬ 
den and really love their food! 

“They’re very close and sleep 
together at night. Ginger still 
looks after Tile - it’s very sweet!” 

Between Christmas Eve and 
January 7 last year, the RSPCA re¬ 
ceived 73 calls about abandoned 
animals across Cambridgesh¬ 
ire, Suffolk and Essex. Out of 211 
abandoned animals they rescued 
over the period, 19 were found in 
these three counties. 

The RSPCA is reminding fami¬ 
lies not to buy animals as surprise 
gifts, but to involve the whole 
family in the decision and con¬ 
sider whether they are able to 
meet the animal’s needs.

Police show demand 
by live tweeting calls 

SUFFOLK Police are live tweeting 
the calls they receive today in a bid 
to demonstrate the demand for their 
services. 

The initiative, dubbed #suffolklive, 
started at 7am today and will continue 
until 7am tomorrow. A team of staff 
and officer volunteers will be manning 
the control room and tweeting basic 
details of as many calls as possible 
from the force’s official Twitter 
account, @SuffolkPolice.

He took up freestyle 
kayaking around the age of 11, and 
now competes in competitions. 

Harry said: “1 like it for the diver¬ 
sity. With sprint races it’s all on a 
flat water, it’s all quite the same. For 
us, you have some rivers like the 
Ottawa in Canada, a really big wide 
huge water, but at home we have 
different challenges. 

“You have to be able to change 
what you do depending on the situ¬ 
ation. 1 love it.” 

In freestyle kayaking, athletes 
perform challenging manoeuvres 
to earn points. 

Harry, who lives in Glemsford, 


sets himself a target each year: the 
year before last he wanted to com¬ 
plete a 360 degree turn keeping his 
boat flat, while this year he wanted 
to complete an air loop, turning his 
boat upside down with him inside 
it. 

His target for 2016 is the McNasty, 
a move that combines the flat turn 


and air loop. 

Harry, who wants to study marine 
biology at university, performed an 
air loop at the most recent competi¬ 
tion he attended, the Hurley Classic 
in Henley on November 21 and 22. 

He was awarded 86 out of a pos¬ 
sible 100 points for the loop, and 
came first in the junior novice cat¬ 


egory in the competition. He was 
told about his win while in his 
school library. 

“1 had to walk out and give a mas¬ 
sive yell of success. The librarian 
came out and said shush!” he said. 

Harry has plans to continue kay¬ 
aking and says he may try out for 
Team GB the year after next.

How to tackle 
festive debts 


IN the run-up to Christmas, as 
financial pressures from cold 
weather and the festive sea¬ 
son set in, the News is running 
a series of coiumns from Citi¬ 
zens* Advice Suffoik West on 
how to save money this hoii- 
day season. This week, the 
experts iet you know what 
to do if you’re saddied with 
debts after Christmas. 

Q. 

I’ve been struggling with 
my finances for a while, 
and now it’s got to the point 
where I can’t afford bills like 
council tax or my mortgage. 
I’m worried that if I can’t 
find a solution soon, I might 
have to sell my home. What 
can I do? 

A. 

The month after Christ¬ 
mas can be particularly 
tough with extra expenses 
over the festive period put¬ 
ting even more pressure on 
household budgets. If you 
are facing New Year debts 
don’t panic. With the right 
help there are ways to get 
on top of your outstanding 
bills. 


Firstly, the earlier you get 
help with debt problems 
the easier it is to get them 
sorted. Trying to carry on as 
if everything is normal can 
make things worse, as debts 
can pile up quickly. Letting 
your creditors, like your 
mortgage company or local 
council, know if you will be 
unable to pay them is key. 
Creditors should consider 
reasonable repayment plans 
and may be able to offer you 
more time to pay. 

It is important that you 
prioritise paying certain 
debts, such as the rent, 
mortgage or energy bills, 
first to teep a roof over your 
head and the heating on. 
Depending on your circum¬ 
stances you may be able to 
get support through ben¬ 
efits, so it is worth checking 
this with the Department 
for Work and Pensions. If 
you are unable to pay your 
council tax debt the local 
authority may agree to let 
you pay a reduced payment 
over a longer period or even 
in exceptional circumstanc¬ 


es write off the debt, but 
you will have to keep paying 
your ongoing bill going for¬ 
ward. 

Drawing up a proper 
budget of your expenses 
can help identify areas you 
can cut down on. Before you 
turn to a loan to cover costs, 
think carefully and find out 
what this means for any fu¬ 
ture repayments and inter¬ 
est that will be due on the 
loan. 

Citizens’ Advice Bureaux 
offer free, confidential and 
independent advice, can 
help work out costs and ne¬ 
gotiate with your creditors, 
and may be able to help you 
get debt-free by looking at 
appropriate options avail¬ 
able for you. They can also 
help generally with budg¬ 
eting and money manage¬ 
ment.

Delight as town gym club 
settles into new premises

level. 

Previously, children with talent 
would have to leave the club to 
train elsewhere. 

This included Harry White, 
now 9 years old, who had to leave 
the club and start training in Col¬ 
chester. 

Harry’s mum Gemma White 
said that although Harry will re¬ 
main training in Colchester in 
the near future to work with his 
coach there, the new facilities 
mean they could consider bring¬ 
ing him back to Haverhill in the 
future. 

Harry’s 5-year-old sister Scar¬ 
lett currently attends the club 
and will be increasing the hours 
she trains there after Christmas. 

Gemma said: “It’s fantastic be¬ 
cause obviously they have been 
looking for premises for so long.” 

The club already has a waiting 
list for classes at the new facility.

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Is Pathfinder a driverless 
goal that’s attainable? 



A n important trial of 
driverless vehicles has 
scooped the prestigious 
Automotive Award for 
Innovation from the Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders. The trophy was in 
recognition of technology 
involved to bring three 
driverless pods to the streets 
of Milton Keynes. 

Working in partnership 
with academics to develop 
the LUTZ Pathfinder (Low- 
carbon urban transport 
zone), the company behind 
the project is Transport 
Systems Catapult (TSC). It 
wants to show driverless 
pods can help drastically 
reduce road deaths and 
serious injuries by removing 
the human element from 
driving. 

TSC's Steve Yianni said: 
"Ninety per cent of collisions 
on the UK's roads are due to 
human error in one way or 
another, so by allowing the 
vehicle to make decisions 
based on a broad array of 


information provided could 
help reduce this figure 
enormously." 

There is no dispute that 
most collisions are due to 
one or more driver making 
an error of judgement. Also, 
there are plenty of studies 
and statistics to prove that 
a driverless car future could 
make road deaths and 
serious injuries very rare and 


almost completely avoidable. 

This is an admirable future 
to work towards. However, 
there are questions to be 
asked about the LUTZ 
Pathfinder project. For 
starters, the electrically 
powered pods will be 
driving in pedestrianised 
areas as well as on roads, 
yet they have a limited top 
speed of 15mph. This begs 


the question of how safe 
will they be mixing among 
other vehicles that may well 
be driving at considerably 
higher speeds? 

To counter this to some 
extent, TSC says each of the 
three pods will be piloted 
by a trained driver to make 
sure there are no risks to 
passengers or pedestrians. 
This then raises another 
query about how useful 
is a driverless pod when 
it needs a driver present 
and can carry only a single 
passenger at a time, even if 
that passenger can be driven 
from door to door? 

The plan is for the LUTZ 
Pathfinder pods to run until 
201 7, allowing plenty of time 
to collect and collate data 
from the trial. It's certainly 
a sound way to reduce 
urban pollution and perhaps 
encourage some drivers to 
leave their car at home or at 
an out of town car park. 

A problem arises, though, 
because the pods use a 


3D map of Milton Keynes 
coupled to on-board sensors 
to know where they are. 
While this means the pods 
are perfectly capable of 
conducting themselves 
safely, they will be in among 
other vehicles they cannot 
communicate with and that 
means they cannot predict or 
plan for their actions. 

This is not a unique failing 
of the LUTZ Pathfinder, but 
a drawback of all driverless 
vehicles. Unless every vehicle 
on the road around them 
is using the same systems, 
there is a serious risk of 
one or more vehicles being 
unaware of the presence of 
other vehicles. The dangers 
here are obvious and just as 
potentially harmful as any 
vehicle driven by a human 
being. 

The LUTX Pathfinder 
project should be applauded, 
but the reality of that future 
is a lot further away than the 
projects' operators might 
hope. 



TAXI: Hyundai's new ix35 Fuel Cell 


Hyundai delivers Fuel 
Cell ix35s for Paris 

HYUNDAI has delivered five 
ix35 Fuel Cell vehicles to the 
Paris-based electric taxi start-up 
STEP (Societe du Taxi Electrique 
Parisien). The handover 
coincides with the opening of 
the first hydrogen refuelling 
station in Paris, launched as the 
world focuses on COP21, the 
United Nations Climate Change 
Conference, held in the Erench 
capital. 

The delivery of the five ix35 
Euel Cell makes the world's largest 
fuel cell taxi fleet, and is the first 
step in establishing a hydrogen- 
powered electric taxi fleet called 
"hype" (Hydrogen Powered 
Electric), serving the greater 
Paris area.The fleet is planned to 
increase up to several hundred 
vehicles within five years, with 
the refuelling infrastructure to be 
gradually installed in 2016.

MORE than seven in ten Brits admit their 
own poor driving adds to road rage as 
driver error remains the greatest cause 
of accidents, according to new research 
released today for Continental Tyres. 

The study reveals that over 25 million 
motorists apply double-standards and get 
sufficiently wound up by the slack habits of 
others, resulting in them reacting angrily and 
even driving more aggressively. 

The responses of 2,000 drivers identified 
that three quarters of us see poor driving 
skills as a major safety concern - and their 
greatest irritation when behind the wheel.
